Before the opening of the church fifteen students from M.B.C. labored to get the building 
ready for services. Mud from two July floods was scooped from the basement and the upstairs 
was scrubbed and waxed. Much still needs to be done but we believe that with God's help the 
church at Perry will grow to be a thriving congregation.
